PLACING OF 
ACID BOMB 


Tell of “Testing” Explosive 
in Building 


Park high school students with 
penchants for high explosives ad- 
mitted in court today that they had 
bombed an Oak Park flat building 
the night of the 18th Inst. to test 
the efficiency of a bomb of their 
own manufacture. 

The boys are from wealthy fam- 
ilies. One is Franklin Wells, 18 
years old, son of Franklin B. Wells, 
a Chicago bank official, and the 
other is Lawrence Smith, also 18, 
whose father is an official] of the 
Fireman's Insurance Company. 

Franklin and Lawrence told Jus- 
tice Frank A. McKee that they had 
been testing explosives for some 
time on an open lot, but naturally 
one cannot get the same scientific 
results as to power in a prairie as 
one can in closed places, So they 
decided to operate on a hallway in 
a nearly completed apartment 
building of Kurt R. Beak & Co., 
selecting this building because it 

untenanted and they didn't 
want to kill anyone. 

From the chemical laboratory of 
Oak Park High School the eager 
young scientists stole two pounds 
of picric acid. This they put dn a 
ead pipe, which they sealed and 
set into a can of gasoline. 

They put the can in the lobby 
of the building, lighted the gaso- 
line and fied. 

In a few moments the heat ig- 
nited the picric acid and a very 

tifying explosion resulted. In 
act, the test was so highly suc- 
cessful that firemen were forced to 
fight the resultant fire for twenty 
minutes to sate the bullding.

MOSCOW, March 24.—The s0- 
viet government in the district 
court here today won a decision 
over the Sinclair Consolidated Oil 
Company in its suft for the annul- 
ment of the ofl con ons granted 
the American’ co ny on the 
island of Saghalin ‘in 1923. The 
court ordered the government to 
return to the company 200,000 
rubles it had deposited as security 
for the carrying out of the terms 


of the concessions. 
The decision of the court, which 
is subject to appeal to the Soviet 
Supreme Court, occupied fifty min- 
utes in delivery. The-court in its 
findings held: \ 
First: That the Sinclair com- 
pany was under obligation to be- 
nh its work withii the first year 
of the signing of the contract and 
not within five years as was claimed 
by the company. 
Second: That Japanese occupa- 
tion of Saghalin’ could not be re- 
garded as “force majeure” as the 
company had prior knowledge of 
such occupation and because a sup- 
plementary agreement signed later 
was for the distinct purpose of 
enabling the company as a neu- 
tral, to work on Saghalin because 
the soviet government itself was 
prevented from doing so by reason 
of tite occupation, 


GOVERNMENT AID

. PORTLAND (Or.) March 24.— 
Oregon woolen manufacturers 
lodged protests today against | 


granting joint rail and water rates 
on wool from the interior through | 


the Coast ports to the Atlantic 
Seaboard, as petitioned by the Bos- 
ton Wool Trade Association, be- 
fore Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner Campbell, who is con- 
ducting a hearing on the case here. 

It would be a severe blow at the 
industry now being built up in the 
Pacific Northwest, E. L. Thomp- 
son, president of the Portland 
Woolen Mills: Roy T. Bishop, pres- 
ident of the Oregon Worsted Com- 
pany; Adoph Jacobs, head of the 
Oregon City Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and Clarence Bishop of the 
Pendleton Woolen Mills, told the 
commissioner, 

Others interested in the wool 
trade supported this position of 
antagonism to the Boston pro- 
posal, but the showing of the 
wooler mill men was regarded as 
most convincing of all. Wool buy- 
ers and-dealers cannot see justice 
in the Boston plan of diverting Pa- 
cific Northwest wool to Boston for 
scouring and resale to eastern 
manufacturers, nor can the manu- 
facturers view with much.calm the 
scheme to rush most of the wool 
produced in this stretch of terri-

expanding here, witnesses declared. 
BOSTON’S AIM 

Boston seeks a cheap through 

rate by rail to the Pacific ports and 


thence by steamer through the 
Panama Canal to the Massachu- 
setts capital. It would work out 


in this way: Two cars of wool 
from Pendleton to Portland might 
be hauled in the same train. One 
ecarload, destined for Boston by 
way of the canal, would be hauled 
by the railroad at the rate of 19 
cents per 100 pounds, while anoth- 
er car, billed to Portland also and 
upon which the same service would 
be given by the railroad, would be 
charged at the rate of 56 cents 
per 100 pounds, making a differ- 
ential of 37 cents against the wool 
to be manufactured at Portland. 

Coast manufacturerers maintain 
this is discriminatory and places 
an undue handicap on manufac- 
here at 
home. 

“We are for low rates, the lower 
the better,” testified Mr. Bishop, 
“but we are against any artificial 
advantage tnat might be bullt up 
in favor of the Boston market to 
our own dieadvantagée. If we have 
to pay more for hauling the same 
wool over the same railroads, the 
same distance, from the same 
points of ship*aent to the same 
destinations, than the eastern wool 
manufacturerers, we are put to a 
distinct disadvantage. We are 
bound to labor under a handicap, 
since Coast manufacturerers sel! in 
a competitive market with the 
eas‘ern mills. 


SEE DETRIMENT 


“T believe, too, it would be a 
detriment to the wool grower as 
well as the manufacturer for the 


reason that the present rate plan. 


makes for a more stable wool mar- 
ket throughout the year, whiie the 
Boston market is somewhat specu- 
lative.” 

Roy T. Bishop sald the Boston 
plan would be 
worsted industry, since but 25 per 
cent of the Pacific Northwest wools 
are adapted to making worste1 
yarns and the reduced § through 
rate would move the wool out of 
this territory quickly and make it 
more difficult to obtain supplies for 
worsted mills here, particularly. 

A strong presentation was made 
of the viewpoint of the Coast ports 
by R. A. Ward, manager of the 
Pacific Co-operative Wool Grow- 
ers’ Association. 

“The Coast woolen industries 
now require 12,000,000 of the 31,-

| President's Intentions Take 
Definite Shape 


Coolidge Hopes to Finish 
Work of 1921 Meeting 


Kellogg is Studying Minutes 
of Former Session 


(BY A. NIGHT WIRT) 

WASHINGTON, March 24.— 
President Coolidge’s plans with re- 
spect to calling a su,plementary 
naval limitations conference are 
taking more definite shape. By his 


‘| direction Secretary Kellogg has in- 


itlated an intensive etudy of the 
minutes of the original Washington 
conference to acquaint himself 
with what transpired in re- 


gard to those elements of naval 
armament for which no formula of 
litigation was found, 

The President feels there is op- 
portunity now for a conference to 
take up and complete the work of 
the 1921 meeting which laid down 
the 5-5-3 rule as to capital ships 
and also found it possible to limit 
proportionately aircraft earrier 
tonnage and to fix the maximum 
size of auxiliary craft and naval 
guns. A decision as to extending 
an invitation or even as to an in- 
formal sounding out of sentiment 
at foreign capitals with regard to 
a further conference is unlikely un- 
til the Secretary has completed the 
preliminary survey. 

The study probably will 
discussion with the secretaries of 
.War and Navy and with the naval 
and military experts of the gov- 
ernment so the President may be 
made fully aware of the practical 
and technical aspects of the sup- 
plemental conference proposal. 

There is no doubt the aircraft 
question occupies a large place in 
administration consideration of the 
arms limitation matter. 

There is a feeling in some quar- 
ters that fallure of the original 
conference to reach an aircraft lim- 
itation agreement does not fore- 
close another effort to that end. 
Whether this view reflects to any 
extent recent official thought on 
the question in London, Paris, To- 
kio and Rome is not known. 

In any event, it now appears cer- 
tain that no informal overtures to 
other governments will be under- 
taken until the subject has been 
fully explored here and a definite 
conclusion by the President made 
possible. 

The governments have kept in 
touch with their diplomatic mis- 
sions here and with the progress of 
American official thought. 


AMERICAN-BRITISH 
STATUS WORRIES JAPAN 
[BY CABLE-—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

TOKIO, March 24. — Notwith- 
standing official denials of “assur- 
ances’ from Washington and Lon- 
don, the newspapers vary in their 
accounts of the supposed under- 
standing between the United States 
and Great Britain with reference 
t« the agenda of the proposed new 
arms conference. 

The Chugai, which is generally 
believed to voice a strong Seiyukal 
sentiment, points to the American 
naval maneuvering in the’ Pacific 
for several months and to Britain's 
building of an enormous naval 
base at the western entrance of the 
China Sea. It also asserts that Aus- 
ten Chamberlain gave an evasive 
answer to the House of Commons 
regarding the supposed understand- 
ing between Great Britain and the 
United States concerning Singa- 
pore.

Array of Decisions Cited to

Attorney Hoover on Today;

CHEYENNE (Wryo.) March 24. 
Holding the court, the attorneys 
and specatators for four and one- 
half hours—the entire day—J. W. 
Lacey, yeteran Wyoming attorney, 
one of counsel for Harry F. Sin- 
clair’s Mammoth Oil Company, 
closed his fight today in the Tea- 
pot Dome, lease’ annulment suit. 

The dean of Wyoming lawyers 
quoted decision after decision of 


the United States Supreme Court 
to uphold his contention that the 
lease given Harry F. Sinclair by 
former Secretary of the Interior 
Albert B. Fall was legal and ‘bind- 
ing on the government. He spoke 
at great length on the provision 
in the act of June 4, 1920, under 
which Congress gave to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy the right to “de- 
velop, conserve, use and operate” 
the naval reserves, and argued that 
the act made it mandatory for the 
head of the Navy to proceed with 
that program. 

“Every portion of the statute !s 
replete with instructions to get the 
oil from the field, and there are 
no contingencies—no ‘ifs’,’’ he said. 


BROAD POWERS 


Mr. Lacey argued that the pow. 
ers granted to the Secretary of 
the Navy under the act were so 
broad that he was not required to 
submit the project to competitive 
bidding. 

“The government,”’ he said, 
“charges that the policy of the 
administration was changed over 
night from conservation to one of 
exploitation. We say that the act 
of 1920, which made it mandatory 
for the Secretary of the Navy to 
develop, conserve, use and oper- 
ate the reserves, was the change 
in policy and that the law itself 
caused the change.’’ 

Mr. Lacey argued that the pow- 
ers of Congress were not over- 
ridden because under the act it 
was self-evident that if develop- 
ment were ordered, there must 
have followed provisions for oil 
storage and that the government

|Council to Lease Equipment; Products to 


Be Kept Up 


to Standard; System Now Inadequate

machine to test gasoline and to provide an operator for it. This 
machine, for the first time, will make it possible for city chemists 
properly to see that gasoline sold the city and gascline on sale to the 


public at filling stations meets the 


legal requirements. The machine 


also will be used to test lubricating ofl for motor vehicles. 


The. request is made by the City 
Engineer's office, which has juris- 
diction over the municipal labora- 
tory in Yale street, where the gaso- 
line and oll tests are made. The 
city chemists report that the pres- 
ent method of tests are unsatis- 
factory, being purely theoretical, 
while use of a certain patented 
machine will permit actual tests 
of the power of gasoline and the 
lubricating qualities of oll.

Mr. Collier, now at the Van 
Nuys, is a Southern Californian, his 
home being in San Diego. He was 
asked fo take charge of the promo- 
tion of the sesquicentennial be- 
cause of his success in directing 
the San Diego international fair 
in 1915, and also in 1922 when he 
Was appointed by Preside.t Hard- 
ing to represent the United States 
at the Brazilian Centennial at Rio. 


ITS SIGNIFICANCE 

“The sesquicentennial promises 
to be the biggest exposition ever 
conducted in. the history of the 
world,” said Mr. Collier. “Aside 
from its purpose to mark a mile- 
stone in the country’s history, its 
object is to present an exhibition 
showing the progress made not 
only ir. America, but all over the 
world during the last 160 years. 

“Its location at the center of an 
area which contains within a ,ra- 
dius of 500 miles a population of 
more than 60,000,000 should tnsure 
an attendance of at least 50,000,- 
000, and if the ratio follows that 
of the Chicago World's Fair in 
1893 and the San Francisco fair 
in 1915 it should bring more than 
160,000, 900 visitors to the exposi- 
tion city.’ 

All preliminary plans for the ex- 
position, which will open June 1, 
1926, have been completed, Mr. 
Collier said. The breaking. of the 
ground will begin April 7. One of 
the first laws signed by President 
Coolidge after his inauguration was 
one providing for a national com- 
mission, composed of the Secretary’ 
of State and the Secretary of Com- 
merce, to direct arrangements. The 
law also provided for an advisory 
board consisting of two representa - 
tives from each of the States and 
Territories. The President has al- 
ready issued an invitation to all 
countries, except acts to take 


part. 
“An area of 600 acres facing the 
Philadelphia navy yard has been 
set aside for the fair.” said Mr. 
Collier. “The location is admirable 
owing to its ready access by rail 
and by sea. A large aviation field 
joins the fair grounds, to provide 
facilities for those who come in 
aircraft. The proximity of the 
navy yard will make it possible 
to present the greatest naval] dis- 
play ever seen in this country. This 
feature will form a part of the ex- 
position, h war vessels of all 
nations on exhibition throughout 
the fair. which will continue for 
six months.

“I 
ean think of no better way to spend 
a part of this than using it for an 
extensive California exhibit. 1 
might say that the State of Florida 
is already making arrangements to 
utilize the publicity possibilities of 
the fair to the utmost.” 

One of the aims of the promoters 
is to provide for as much perma- 
ent construction as possible at this 
fair, Mr. Collier said. 

“We contemplate following the 
example of San Diego which bene- 
fited to the amount of more than 
$1,000,000 in permanent buildings 
as a result of its fair,” he said, “The 
same plan was followed at Rio, 
i'where a number of the nations 
that had buildings on the grounds 
donated them to the city where 
they will remain as permanent 
monuments reminiscent of the 
donors.”
